Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121:

Claims 1-22, and 24, drawn to a balloon catheter system, classified in class

Claims 1-21, 23, & 25-32 drawn to a stent deployment tool, classified in class

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are unrelated because one cannot use two different catheter systems at the same time. 
Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required for 
Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Claim 1 link(s) inventions I and II. The restriction requirement between the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 1. Upon the allowance of 
the hnking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the Unked inventions shall be withdrawn 
and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including all the Umitations of the allowable 
linking claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the instant application. Applicant(s) are
